He did not now greatly 
regret the delay that-had taketi place, as it 
had onabled him to issue a Commission 
addressed to s!l the nnofficlal members of 
Council, the Bead Master, the Attorney- 
General, the Surveyor-Goneral, the In- 
spestor of Sobools, and Mr Belillos, who 
recently endowed a scholarship. That 


-commisston would consider whether the 


time bad come}for fhaving « Cellegiate In- 
atitution or an Inelitution of a somewhat 
more Academic aature than the Central 
School for teachiug English and Science to 
the Chinese, They would be able to give 
the Government very sound and usefal 
advice as to what they ought to do with 
that Institution and how far the five ele- 
mentary schools would be likely to take 
away the lower classes now attending that 
echool ; and they would report on what the 
effect of the increased fee was, The average 
attendance in September, the Acting Head 
Master informed him was 401, The ques- 
tiona before the Oommisaton wore almple ; 
they would soon commence thelr labours, 
and, he hoped would sodn come to the 
conclastons they desired to lay before the 
Government. 
TV.-—FIRE TANKS, 

With regard to this aubdject, Mie Ex- 
callency ssid he would lay before the 
Counot! certain correspondence which would 
show them how that matter stood. Tusey 
wou!d remember that a deputation walted 
on him aome time ago on this aubject. He 
speedily sont to Her Majesty's Govoramont 
tho observations made by the membera of 
that deputation and certain reports be bad 
obtained, fe would lay before them 
copy of the dispatch ho addressed in ‘ep- 
tomber, 1879, to the Becrotary of State; 
copies of various minutos addressed to the 
Superintendent of the Fire Brigade; the 
report of the Surveyor General; bis own 
minutes upon that report ; » subsequent 
dispatch sddressed by him in October, 
1879, to the Secretary of State; with a 
report by Messrs Price, Kyrie, and Creagh, 
to whom the matter waa referred, and the 
diepatoh of the, Secretary of State of 19th 
December last pou the subject. From these 
they would learn the views of the local as 
well ss the Imperial Government on the 
subject, and they would find from these 
papers that no time had beon lost io this 
fosportavt mattor, The remark made by 
the Burveyor General when he desired to 
postpone the Governor's order with regard 
to the Central School and the Gaol, namely 
that bis Department sustained an extra- 
ordinarily heavy etress of work owing to 


the Praya Wail, applied also to this ques- 
tion of the fire tanks, as it did in fact to 
every other Public Work that they desired 
to have in the Oolony. 


Y,—IHE SANITATION OF TRE COLONY 
AND THE WATER SUPPLY. 

His hon, friend had referred to the 
tuedical estimate and he had remarked that 
he wonld have liked to have before him the 
report of the Colonial Surgeon. That re- 


port was 4a prlat, and would be published 
with somo other reports of the Colonial 
Surgeon which had not before this been 
published. They had @ bearing upon 4 
question of greatimportance—Low we wore 
to manage the sanitary affairs of this co- 
lony. This was not the first time his hon. 
friond had drawn attention to the water 


and-another gentleman, one of the Vi 4 
Justicea, made a record in the book thst 
his inatiuctions were not owried oat, and 


that a considerable portion of the night-soil |-p 


was still fang down ‘the open drain, and 

that the dry-earth system had not been 

carried into effrot, notwithstanding the 

peremptory orders he had made for 

its introduction. On this the ususl 

minute the Governor ‘had to write on 

auch subjects was written, and be took 

steps whereby to have hiswishes car- 

ried ont. Dr U’Brien and Dr Wel’, later 

on, reported that now the dry-earth system ; 
was thoroughly oarried out ia the Gaol. 

He was bound to say there was not now 

anywhere a cleanor or better conducted 

gaol than that under the snpeérintendence 

of Mr Tonnochy, . 

* But it was not merely {n the Gaol that 
this question “arose, here waa in this 
Colony what was called the Government 
Sanitarium, to which the Governor went 
for the benefit of bis health during 
the warm months. He foubd members of 
bis own household, on taking up their 
abode there, fell ill ; and tbe illness, in the 
opinion vf competent medical men, was 
traced to Imporfect sewerage. Ho directed 
the Surveyor-General to send one of the 
Inspectors of Nuisances to mako a report, 
not only on his own house, but on every 
house at the Peak, That report he would 
bave putin type, He was sorry to say it 
showed the same. laxity on the part of the 
Sanitary Officers of this Colony of the com- 
monest precautions. He then gave in- 
structions that not only in his own house 
and that occupied by the police guard, but 
in every other House at the Peak, the dry- 
arth syatem should be carried out, And, 
when one gentleman grumbled a little, be 
told him that he would exorcise his atatu- 
tory-right to reclaim the land, giving the 
value of it rather than allow him to build 
unless be undertook to carry ont the dry- 
earth system. He certainly would not 
allow the sewerage of any house to go either 
into the Pokfoolum Reservoir or down the 
face of the bill through the town to the 
harbour, 

Another question he had to deal with io 
connection with sowerago was this. In 
September, 1877, plans for the proposed 
hospital were prepared, and in spite of the 
ordors he had given, which were perfectly 
general, that the dry-earth system should 
be Introduced into all public establishments 
(be had before him the os imate of the 
Burveyor-Goneral as to what th» cost would 
be in connection with introducing it into 
all public establishments) he fouud in the 
report or memorandum coucerning the pro- 
posed converstion of the Lock Hospital 
into a General Hospital, the Colonial-Sur- 
geon and the Surveyor-General stating that 
thoy had, as to the construction of this 
building, come to thia condlusion,— 
that “the present empty rooms adjoining 
be subdivided into lobbies, buth-rooms, 
closets nnd slop sinks, of the same construo- 
tion as those already described, and trapped 
and ventilated io the like manner.” The 
Governor then read from another portion of 
the report to show what tho phraas moant, 
iu like manner. This was an elaborate des- 
cription of Januivg’s patent, the property 
of which set forth on which is t xcelleno 
Jaid moat weight being, the partial deodor- 
sation of the ejection by a plentiful flow 
of water. Again in dealing with the very se- 
rious question of the fever wards of the

remember that this was not the town o 
Liverpool, that they were dealing with « 
tropical colony and with # Chineso cog 
munity. But ho bad found from the re- 
ports ho had now sedn relating to. the 
danitary State of this Colony thot an at- 
tempt bad been made, an injudicious at- 
tempt, to foroo what were called the rules of 
Western Sanitary Science on the Oolony of 
Hongkong. An ostimate, amounting to 
$240,000, for water supply was framed by 
the ‘Burveyor General, Accompanying 
tbat cstimate was a provious report of the 
Surveyor General's, in which be pointed 
ont what he concelyed to be the macva:ary 
quantity of water that every individual in 
this Colony should have for daily use, In 
that report: very great stress. was laid on 
the water-closct system, and the necessity 
for flushing water-closets with water. They 
had in an Ordinance of 1856 a provision 
that every house in the Colony must have 
either a, water-closst or a’ privy. On his 
arrival in the Colony he found that some 
entiemen here were not ao fully alive as 
e thought they ought to be to the evils of 
a water-closet and house-privy system. His 
Excellency went into, in detail, the atate of 
affairs he found on hia first visit to the Gaol, 
by. which he was very muoh struck. The 
ttench was something shocking; this was 
only.a confirmation by bis own nose of 
what he had read in the report. of Mr 
‘Kyrie and Me Snowdene He made inquiry 
and found that this stench arose from the 
greater part of tho night-soll of the gaol 
belong every morning emptied into a drain. 
in one of the yards uf the Gaol, The iron 
grating was taken id the Government 
@cavenger, who wi 
control of the Public Works Department, 
emptied the greater part of tho night soli 
of the prisoners Into that drain, Mr 
Tonnochy was then in England, and those 
who had the management of the Gaol, and 
those who wore responsible for the sanitary 
atato of the Colony, aHowed this shocking 
tate of things to go on, The dry-earth 
system was not in nse ; although Mr Ton- 
nochy, for years before he left for England 
advocated it, his views wore not car. 
-ried intv, effect and nothing could be worse 
than the then sanitary state of that most 
He mentioned this 
to.lot the Council see how in this Colony 
the gentlemen who were responsible for the 
sanitary state of the town secmed to over- 
lock bow important it. was not to allow the 
night-soil: to be ‘thrown into the drains of 
the town.

drain.” When this report came before him, 
the firat remark that ocourred to him was 
that his opposition to this mixing water 
with night-soil hsd been overlooked, that 
the earnest entreaties he had addreasod 
to the officers concerned not to have water. 
closets in this colony had been disregarded ; 
and he therofore gave, of course, instruc. 
tions that thoso features of the plana could 
not be sanctioned, : 


Tn the same way, when the Lock Has: 
pital was converted into a Goneral Hos- 
pital, and tho building was reported as 
completed, it unfortunately happened that, 
though the water-closets that had beeo 
proposed had been abandoned, the Super- 
intendent of the Hospital had had to make 
grave complaints to the Givernment with 
tespeot to the position of the closets, the 
fact being that the water tanks were 
practically in the same room. In an iv- 
stitution where it is sometimes neccesary, 
for ressons understood, for the night-scli 
to be kept for meciea! exumination for 
some hours, the water itself which~tho 
patients had to use became foul and dis- 
agresable, and ho had to order important 
cbanges in accordance with what he con- 
sidered_eusible aud practical suggestions 
from the Superintendent. He bad laid 
these facta before them because they 
wore of practical Importance with regard 
to the Water Supply. If the estimate 
of $240,000 was made with the idea 
that we were to have water-closets, 
and house privies, the amount would be ne- 
ceasary ; but if these water-closots were to 
be done away with, then he was of opinion 
the estimate was excessive. It occurred 
to him that it might be wiee in this matter 
to get some of the gentlemen who mainly 
contributed the movey to pay for. tha 
schom», he meant the gell-to-do Chinese, 
to favour him with their opinions, Ac- 
cordingly these papers and these reports 
were trauslated into Chinese and submitted 
to them; they had ample opportunity of 
considering them, and sfer consideration 
they favoured him with thelr views, 
Brit fly they were to this effect ; they dreaded 
immoensoly the idea of mixing water with 
night-soil ; they believed that to.do so in 
this Colony would undoubtedly lead to 
disease ; that it would be especially dan- 
gerous coming from an Hospital ; that no 
matter how well closed.the pipes might be, 
something might ocour to crack them, then 
the earth would become saturated and sod- 
dep, and we might h.ve an outbreak of 
disvase.. On the other hand, they aald, 
“four simple house-bucket system, by which 
all: this stuff is carried away every day; 
that is the scheme which the Government

sumfcrit, and we would bave the same here.: 
That would require water. We algo requite 
water for drinking and cortsin- washing 
arposes, but one thing must be thoroughly 
understood that he could not give his con- 
pent to any acheme whatever that wonld 
mix the question of watcr supply with the 
question .of house sewage. The house 
sewage must be remove:l in accordance with 
the Chinese custom, which was a simple 
and sensible custom. 

The question then would be what aotual 
reduction could be made in the catimate of 
the Survayor-General in view of what he 
had said. Some time ago the Surveyor 
Gencral was asked to state the number of gal- 
Jons per head per day that would be required 
for this community, He did not know that 
he had yet received the reply of the Sur- 
veyor General. Ina short time he would, 
no doubt, recelve that information, and 
when they got it they would beln a position 
to cousider the question of the water supply 
of the Colony, They would all admit that 
hisfirst duty was to sweep away any tdea 
that he was to allow the water- closet aystem 
to be continued or introduced into Hong- 
kong. The question of the water-supp'y 
wan engaging the best attontion of the local 
Government and of Her Majosty’s Govern- 
ment, Even if a scheme had been elabor- 
ated they could not, owing to the pressure 
on the Department t> which the Surveyor 
General had called attention, have gone on 
with tho work. 

He might mention, speaking of that press 
of work, in connection with the-Praya Wal), 
that before he went to Japan ho informed 
the Surveyor General, that he would be 
very happy, as there was this great pressure, 
to give him at tbat time another Assistact 
Surveyor General or any other assistance 
he desired to elaborate these plans. ‘They 
would have before them the correspondence 
in which it was shown how these delays had 
occurred, and be was inolined to think that 
in this, as in the case of the Central School, 
the delay having led to further consideration 
of the whole subject, had not on tho whole 
been 60 very unfortunate. 


YI—-THE ACCUMULATING SURPLUSES. 

His Fxcelloncy next dealt briefly with 
the objection the Hon. ‘Mr Keswick bad 
taken to the Accumulating Balaness. His 
hon, friend thought a emall accumulated 
surplus a good thing, but did not like to 
see a large one. Well, what was a large 
one, and what a small one? What was our 
surplus 1 Why at this momentit was not 
one year’s income. Surely be might allow 
8 Oolonial Governor to have a aurplas 
within one year’sincome, It was what auy 
man of business would like to do. But 
| there were reasons, which Le need not dwell 
upon, but which be was aurea tis hon. 
frionds appreciated, why the Colony should 
have a fair, moderate and reasonable sur- 
plus. There were the works he had re- 
ferred to, Butthere was a larger question. 
What bad been dn» before bis arrival in 
this Colony for the defence of Hongkong # 
Nothing “Since he bad coma, under the 
instructions of Hor Majusty’s Government, 
cértain steps had been taken, Now, Her 
Majesty’s (Government had informod him 
that the Colony would bo expeoted to pay 
@ proportion of the cost of the work undur- 
taken for this defenco. We bud in tho 
Harbour at this momon? sp most efficiont 
turret ship, the Wivern ; tuat ship w.s here 
for local purpuses. The Admiral would 
not osrry her aw+y from us, And if it wae 
necessary for us to have one or two more 
ships of the same class we might have them. 
He beliay ed they might be eflicisntly em- 
ployedin the defence a thiaColony. 
were aware, Fortshad also been constracted 
and @ considerable quantity of torpedoes 
bad been prepared; in short, steps had 
been taken for the defence of this great 
| contre of Eastern trade, He knew that 
hon. members would recognise the wisdom 
of this course; and they would readily 
admit that the ratepsyors of the colony so 
protected were fairly ontitled to be called 
upon to contribute towards these works, 

p to this time the Colony contributed 
nothing, except the small sum of $2,400 4 
year; and the time would come—it might 
come at any moment—when it woald be 
called upon to pay a proportion of the 
exponses already incurred. That accounted 
for his anxiety to accumulate what he 
called a fair and moderate accumulating 
surplus. 

The Governor then procceded to deal 
with the question of the affairs of the City 
Ball, bia remarks in connection with which 
we gave yesterday. We now give the con- 
tinuation of the discussion of the question 
between, 

THE GOVERNOR AND THE CITY HALL 
COMMITTEE, 

From the point at which we left off last 
night,—the end of Mr Keswiok’s bricf 
sperch replying to the Governor's longthy 
reference to the subject : 

Mr Ryrie naid his convictions had all 
along been that Ohineeo should be freely 
admitted and that there should be no dis- 
tinction, no restriction. When His Excel- 
lenoy’s letter was firat placed before the 
Committee he urged them to get every 
statistic and every document that could 
be h:d concerning the City Hall from its 
commencement, and before spy discussion 
took place or any letter was written, to 
have all these papers before them., He 
also strongly urged on them that they 
should seoure statistics of the number of 
visitors to the Museum for the first few 
years of its opening, ssy up to 1870 or 
1871. That had not beem done, so far as 
hoknew, He might detail st the present 
point his reoolloction of what was done when 
the Museum was set on foot, so fer as he 
knew the facta. He could only as he was 
absent for a time detail what tovk place 
before 1868 and after 1869, His recollec- 
tion was distisotly to the effect that the 
Museum was principally for the Chinese, 
that it was to ealarge tho minds of the 
Chinese on natural, scientific and various 
other matters, As years pass by one'a 
memory weakened for details, but that 
was bis general recollection of what oo- 
curred; when the Library and Museum were 
opened, that was the general impression 
left on bis mind. There was one atate- 
ment. in the Committee's letter which he 
tock objection to, at the time. .The Com- 
mittee said that these rooma would in all 
probability in the event of the grant being 
withdrawn revort to thelr original use as 
pitt of the ontortaining rooms of the 

uilding. ~. Lf the Committes referred to’ 
find that these

fotended for entertaining rooms, So faras 
the Trustees were concerned, be was, hime 
aelf, most anxious that this grant should 
not be withdrawn, and be. sti: hop ad that 
His Exvelleucy might yet be induced in 
the Supplementary Estimates to inpart the 
vote now withheld. He thought the dif. 
ference between Bis Exoallency and the 
Committee was. now reduced to a 

amall matter indeed, It waa only, 
‘aa far as he could make out, the m-ntlon of 
the name of the Chinese... Ho had it on the 
word of bis hon. frlond (Mr Koswick) that 
norespectable person, Chinese or otherwiee, 
who applied to the person ‘in charge for 
admiaslon. to the Mus-um. st ony hour of 
the day when it was open; save and except 
Saturday forstioob, when Jt was: reserved 
for Chinese women and children, would be 
refused admission: — If this was the ouso he 
saw 0 occasion for any mention of natign- 
ality, He asw no reason why the came nott- 
fication should.not be put up a8 was in the 
Library. Bo bad reason to @ that of

late no respectable man had, asa matter of 
fact, bean refused admittance axcopt during 
the time reserved for Chinese females, He 
did not see why the eum of $1,200 should 
ba kept back from being expended in such 
a useful manner upon soch a mere 
matter aa this mentioning.of pationality. 
On principle he had tha same objection as 
His Hxecfency to any distivotion being 
drawn. Then the question came to be,— 
who was to give way? Wasit to be the 
Committee or His Excellency? His opi- 
nion was that the Commitieo should give 
way. His Excellency was the head of this 
Colony and the representative of Her 
Majesty the Queen ; and on such a polnt 
as this, where almost nothing, hardly 
anything was invlved, he thought the 
Committes wilh a good grace might give 


way, 

Ste Keawick waa about to follow Mr Ry- 
rie, and had got eo far as to say that it gave 
him great astisfaction to find his hon, 
frlend—when 

The Governor stopped him. 

Mr Ryrle rominded the Governor that 
the Council was in Committee ; but 

His Excellency stuck to bis point and 
sald {t would be more ia order wore the 
bon. member to reply an the whole, Pro- 
bably some other hon, member might wish 
to speak, bowing towarda Mr Ng Choy. 

t Ng Choy being thus called on said, 
this was a matter which might not seem of 
much importance, but waa really one in 
which 8 great principle waa involved which 
must be vindicated. Hoe reforred to the 
different notices and lo the fact that ft was 
now admitted that any respectable China- 
man, that is, a man well behaved acd pro- 
perly dressed, sbould be admitted on ap- 
plication to the person in chargo at any 
time, save during the hours reserved for 
fomales, If this much wss conceded where 
was the necessity for a distinction at all 
between Chinese aud otber nationalities. 
Ho had travelled abroad, and uever in 
England or elsewhere hed he seen any such 
notios as this. If the principle was neces- 


sary or wise at the City Hall why wan it ! 


not necessary in the Gardecs ; why should 
not Queen's Road be open for Chinese in 
tue forenoon, aud Europeans’ in the after- 
noon? ‘The excuse astu datigor of a colli- 
sion he ridiculod, When had thore beon auy 
collision at any othor publie place} Why 
should there te at tho Museum of all 
places? That apprehension waa without 
the least foundation wh&tover. Somebudy 
had said the Chinese had not complaluet 
of this invidious distinction. Weil, in 
the first place the Chinese were too good- 
natured a people. They sufferad a good 
dea) and said nothing abvut it. Complaints 
of this reyulation, had however appeared in 
the oative Preas im the correspondenos 
columns. The Oniness on the principle that 
they paid the large share of this yearly pay- 
ment from the goverument were entitled to 
equal privileges with other nations, He 
asked apy person, he asked his hon. 
friend, Mr Keswisk, would he, ff he. 
were a Chinaman, like thia distinction made 
between his nationali y and every other, 
Mr Ohoy co.c:uded by remarking that he 
waa sorry if he had said apythiog to burt 
the feelings of avy member of the comma- 
vity, but he th ught that, silting there as 
a member represent: g the Chinese com- 
munity, it wae his duty to make the re- 
marks he had done, He would not be 
thy of the seat he occupied if be did not 
epeak out what he thought on such a case 
as this, 
The Attorney General sai, he would not

who broaks faith with those with whom he 
makes promises ; and if such a docament 
was put forward, good faith shonid be kapt 
with the publ‘, The public should have 
been told what materials, what surmises, 
what facta there were before the Commitieo 
inducing them to come to the decision that 
it was desirable to have such rule as this 
to prevont a conflict between the lower strata 
of Chinese and Enropeans, When they 
came to a decision which brought them into 
collision with the Governor, and he appre- 
hended with all right-minded people, and 
cortainly with the clearly enunciated opl- 
nion and modest suggestion of the Secretay 
of Btate, they were bound as appealing to 
the public, to men of common sense, 
to put forward aome materials for 
their coming to such a decision and in- 
siating on it in spite of all that was against 
it. By refusing positively to reopen the 
question, as suggested by the Secratary of 
Stato, theCommittee had put themaelves in 
one respect in the wrong. Some more re- 
apec fol attention than thay seem. to have 
betowed upon that letter ‘would have been 
becoming in any body of citizens in this 
Golony. The couras which appeared to him 
clearly open to the Committes was, unless 
they bad some substantial reason for insist- 
ing on these rules, on principle alone, and 
haying regard to the suggestion of the Se- 
oretary of State, to reopen the question now 
and deat with it. Hoe said in conolusion that 
it appeared to him that the principle thatthe 
Chinese should be troated without disting- 
tlon was one which it would il) become this 
Goverament to abandon by associating it- 
self, as it would do by continuing the grant, 
with the only body who continued this dis- 
tinction, 

The Acting Colonial Treasurer said he 
had taken great interest in the Mosoum, 
and from time to time had given small 
donations ox hls means allowed. He na- 
turally took considerable Interest In the 
qnestion between the Committee and the 
Governor.

In that address the conduct of 
tho hon. gentleman, of Mr Forbes, and 
of Mr Ruttonjee, was referred to, - In 
that addross he found the -Chinese com- 
munity opproaching. ‘the Steps of the 
Throne to complain of the conduct of 
certain foreignera. The honourable’ gentle- 
man was the leader of those against whom 
that complaint was made to the Queen, 
The Chinese stated. that whila the Governor 
Gesired to treat Chinese and foreigners as 
one community, making no distinction 
whatever of nationality, a certain public 
moeting was called, for both: Chinese and 
foreignors, but the Chinese were inaulted 
and were excladed and were not allowed to 
take part in the discussion, and these 
Chinese subjects of the Queen: thought 
proper to make this complaint and in mak- 
ng that complaint to respectfully urge that 
it bo leid before the Queen. It was Jaid 
before the Queen, The meeting in quos- 
tion was got up by the -hon. gentleman (Mr 
Keswick) who moved tho firat resolution, 
It was a resolution charging the -Go- 
vernor of the colony with undue leniency.
